Washington,. D.C. , July 11, 1962.-~The Traveling Exhibition Service 
of the Smithsonian Institution announced today a forthcoming exhibition of 
major importance, "Old Master Drawings from Chatsworth, " which will open at 
the National Gallery of Art on October 28th. 

The Ilk magnificent drawings which comprise the exhibition are on 
loan from one of the finest private art collections in England, formed by 
the second Duke of Devonshire in the late 17th and early l8th centuries and 
enlarged by his descendants. Selected by Mr. A. E. Popham, for many years 
Keeper of Prints and Drawings at the British Museum, they illustrate the art 
of drawing in Europe from the Renaissance to the end of the 17th century. 

Chatsworth is one of the most famous of the great British country 
houses, and only on two occasions has an exhibition representing its wealth 
of drawings been attempted. Both were in England. 

Perhaps the outstanding feature of the collection is the series of 
landscape drawings by Rembrandt, ten of which are to be shown. Among the ^7 
other artists represented are Leonardo da Vinci, Raphael, Giulio Romano, 
Mantegna, Correggio, Parmigianino,. Primaticcio, Veronese, Rosso, Bruegel, Van 
Dyck, Rubens, Durer, Holbein, and Inigo Jones. 

The earliest drawing in the exhibition is by an anonymous 15th 
century Sienese artist showing the "Betrayal of Christ" on one side and a 
finished composition representing "Christ Before the High Priest" on the 
reverse. Stylistically it is close to works by Simone Martini. 
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Among the outstanding mid-15th-century drawings are those by Mantegna, 
one of which is a study of "Four Saints" demonstrating the same sensitivity to 
form which characterizes Mantegna's great painting. Ghirlandaio's beautiful 
cartoon for the head of a woman from the choir of Santa Maria Novella probably 
shows a member of the Tornabuoni family which commissioned the frescoes. 

The High Renaissance is represented by Leonardo and Raphael. The study 
for the "Head of a Child" by Leonardo corresponds with the head of the infant St. 
John in the famous "Virgin of the Rocks" in the Louvre. Raphael's superb drafts- 
manship can be seen in six drawings which survive in remarkable condition, nota- 
bly the sketch of "Three Men in Attitudes of Terror." A beautiful drawing by 
Rosso Fiorentino of an elegant female figure - balancing a bundle on her head 
shows clearly the mannerist strain in mid- 15 th-century art^as do' the drawings' 
by Parmigianino and Primaticcio. Drawings by the great Mannerist architect, 

Giulio Romano, include an allegory of Cupid driving a team of eagles, above 
which are two putti bearing the coat of arras of Cardinal Ercole Gonzaga. 

A number of the drawings are from the Baroque period. One by Guercino, 

"A Landscape ih Flood," is executed in an agitated line that suggests the excited 
reaction of the peasants. From the Northern School, in addition to the exquisite 
landscapes by Rembrandt, are five Rubens studies, and eight sketches by the court 
painter Sir Anthony Van Dyck, including a masterful portrait of Carolus de Mallery. 

The exhibition includes an important series of four drawings by the 
English architect Inigo Jones for the Court Masques of James I and Charles I. 

Also included is & large sketch of a knight bowing, by Sir Peter Lely, a portrait 
painter better remembered as the connoisseur who formed a famous collection in 
17th-century England. A great many of his drawings came into the Devonshire collec- 
tions in the early l8th century, and still bear the Lely mark, "P.L." 

Mr. T.S . Wragg, Keeper of the Devonshire Collections, has written an 
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informative introduction to the catalogue, giving the history of Chatsworth and 
its collector-owners. A valuable addition to the exhibition, it illustrates a 
majority of the works presented. 

The drawings, which were graciously lent by the Trustees of the Chats- 
worth Settlement, will be accompanied to Washington by Mr. Wragg. After being 
exhibited at the National Gallery, Washington, D.C., October 28th through Novem- 
ber 25th, 1962, they will go to the following museums:

be on view until , The 114 magnificent drawings that 

comprise the exhibition have been chosen from one of the finest art collections 
still in private hands. Formed in the late 17th and early 18th centuries by the 
second Duke of Devonshire and enlarged by his descendants , the collection has re- 
mained at Chatsworth, one of the most sumptuous country houses in Europe, This is 
the first time that a selection from these famous drawings has been shown outside of 
England, The seven-museum tour was organized by the Smithsonian Traveling Exhibition 
Service, 

Fifty-three artists are represented in this exhibition* among them Mantegna* 
Leonardo da Vinci* Andrea del Sarto, Raphael, Giulio Romano, Correggio, Durer,

Holbein, Bruegel, Rubens, Van Dyck, Rembrandt, and Inigo Jones, The selection pro- 
vides a rare opportunity to study groups of drawings by some of the finest draftsmen 
in the history of art. There are no fewer than ten Rembrandts— a drawing of St, 
Augustine and nine poetic evocations of the countryside surrounding Amsterdam, six 
studies by Raphael that display his genius in portraying the human figure, a group 
of seven drawings by members of the Carracci family, five brilliant works by Rubens, 
and eight Van Dycks— portraits, studies for mythological and religious paintings, and 
two delicate landscapes in watercolor. 

The earliest drawing in the exhibition is by an anonymous 15th century Sienese 
artist showing The Betrayal of Christ on one side and Christ Before the High Priest on 
the reverse. Stylistically it is close to works by Simone Martini, Mantegna is 
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represented by two rare studies* Four Saints and Battle of Sea Gods 0 that reveal his 
extraordinary sensitivity for line and form 0 Ghirlandaio's beautiful cartoon for 
the head of a woman* executed in preparation for the frescoes in Sta 0 Maria Novella 
in Florence* probably shows a member of the Tornabuoni family* which commissioned 
the frescoes 0 

The exhibition contains several Mannerist drawings* among them an angular and 
elongated study of a woman balancing a bundle on her head by Rosso Fiorentino* an 
allegorical fantasy by Giulio Romano* Cupid Driving a Team of Eagles „ and an 
elegant Nativity by Parmigianino 0 

Drawings by Northern artists* though fewer in number* match the Italian works 
in quality 0 There are* for example* a View of the ”Ripa Grande tf in Rome by Bruegel 
that sparkles with light and atmosphere* a rich finished drawing of Adam and Eye 
by Mabuse in black and white on gray paper* and two masterful Holbein portraits 0 
The exhibition also includes a series of four drawings by the English architect 
Inigo Jones for the court masques of James I and Charles I„ Sir Peter Lely's 
A Knight Bowing , in gray chalk on gray-blue paper* is one of the handsomest drawings 
in the exhibition* although Lely is better known as a connoisseur,. Interestingly 
enough* many of the Devonshire drawings had previously been in his collection and 
still bear the Lely mark* n P„ L 0 W 

The present Duke of Devonshire* the eleventh* is a Minister of State at the 
Commonwealth Relations Office 0 His wife was formerly the Hon» Deborah Freeman- 
Mitford* sister of novelist Nancy Mitford c The Duke is the nephew of Lady Dorothy 
Macmillan* wife of the British Prime Minister., His brother* the late Marquess of 
Hartington* was married to President Kennedy’s late sister* Kathleen., 

The exhibition* which was received with great a£@Ia&® at its first showing 
at the National Gallery in Washington* is being circulated to six other museums 



in the United States and Canada by the Traveling Exhibition Service of the 
Smithsonian Institution » The preliminary selection of the drawings was made by 
Mrso John A 0 Pope* 'Chief* Smithsonian Institution Traveling Exhibition Service 
and by Miss Elizabeth Mongan* Curator of Graphic Arts of the National Gallery of 
Arto The final selection was made by Miss Felice Stampfle* Curator of Prints 
and Drawings at the Morgan Library in New York* and Mr„ A e E» Popham* for many 
years Keeper of Prints and Drawings at the British Museum* who has also con- 
tributed the scholarly entries to the fully illustrated catalogue „
